WILLIAM WINDOM. sion of festivity in this 
city. Secretary Windom, after finishing his 
speech standing in front of the table of 
the guests of honor in the glittering 


banquet hall, sunk slowly into his chair, the 


seat of honor, being the first to the right of 
the President of the Board of Trade and 
Transportation. Few noticed that he was 
affected in any unusual way. Applause in 
hearty rounds for his speech was still at its 
height. 

The Secretary had spoken with particular 
energy and clearness. His form was erect and 
his face aglow with what seemed the flush of 
health at its best in ripe manhood. Every 
modulation of his voice and every gesture 
indicated the speaker, who had himself

son of West Brighton, who sat facing the Sec- 


retary at one of the longitudinal tables, was 
the first to notice the change in his condition. 
Secretary Windom’s head had meanwhile 
sunk aimost to his breast. His eyes were 
opening and closing spasmodically. Dr. Reb- 
inson stepped quickly over to the Secretary, 
but befure he reached Mr. Windom’s side the 
Secretary swayed in his chair and then slid 
down from it half-way to the floor. 
Mr. Windom had lighted a cigar, just before 
sitting down, and the cigar dropped from his 
hand, Others in the room now noticed the 
condition of the Secretary. There was an in- 
voluntary movement of those sitting nearest 
to start forward, and Judge W. H. Arnoux, 
who had begun to speak after Secretary Wi2- 
dom, stopped suddenly. He and ex-Secretary 
of State Bayard, who sat next to Secretary 
Windom, sprang to his side. Every one of the 
250 and odd gentle nen at the tables was now 
aware that something unusual had happened. 
How quickly the scene changed from one of 
revelry to one of mourning! The chamber of 
joy was turned to a chamber of death. The 
silence of death took the place of burning 
words, and confusion succeeded the order that 
had prevailed, together with the flow of 
spirits. | 
Mr. Windom’s Last Conscious Act. 

One moantame from Secretary Windom’s 
lips as his startled friends strove to relieve 
him. He stretched his hand, seized a tumbler 
filled with water, and hastily swallowed a 
mouthful. It was probably ‘his last 
conscious act. He gasped for breath. 
The glass fell from his nerveless grasp. 
So intense was the silence that reigned in the 
chamber that the noise of the breaking glass 
seemed almost as loud as a death-knell ora 
church-bell. Then followed another fearful 
gasp; his head dropped forward further. 
Secretary of the Navy Tracy, who had sat 
near by, had by this time joined the others 
who were at the stricken man’s side. They 
lifted him to his feet deathly pale. He was 
carried into the serving-room behind the ban- 
quet hall, and everything was done to resus- 
ditate him. It was fruitless. At 11 minutes 
past 10 he was pronounced dead by 
Dr. Robinson, and Dr. Durant, who

n the company slowly and sadly left the 
banquet hall and the lights were extinguished. 
Telegraphed to the President. 

Secretary Tracy, who was almost undone at 
the awful death of his colleague, hastily wrote 
a telegram to President Harrison at Washing- 
ton apprising him of the dreadful news and 
asking him to break the sad tidings to Mrs. 
Windom. Mr. Windom’s private secretary, 
Mr. Hendley, was so completely broken 
down by the death of bis- chief 
that he was. unable to command himself 
sufficiently to write the message. Collector 
Erhardt, Murat Haistead, James 8. Colgate, 
and the others in the group of a dozen or more 
of Secretary Windom's friends, who had fol- 
lowed the stricken man into the side room, 
stood as if paralyzed by the awful shock. 
Even the physicians, trained by their profes- 
sion to scenes of sudden death, were so over- 
come with emotion that they could not speak 
without a tremor of the voice. 

By that time several other physicians had 
reached him, and with the assistance of four 
or five gentlemen I carried him into the room 
directly back of the banquet-room and placed 
him on the table where his body now rests. 
The only sign of life observable after he had 
been so removed was a weak and irregular 
pulsation of the heart and one deep spasmodic 
breath. 

In my opinion he died about eleven min- 
utes past 10 o’clock. The symptoms were 
those of cerebral hemorrhage. 

About twenty minutes after his death a 
consultation was held by the four or five phy- 
sicians who were present, and the diagnosis of 
cerebral hemorrhage was unanimously made.“

Account of a Doctor Who Was First at 
. Mr. Windom’s Side. 

New York, Jan. 29.— Special. Dr. Sam- 
uel Adams Robinson, who was the first man 
to reach the Secretary after he was stricken 
down, is a physician residing at New Brighton, 
S. I. He gave this account. of what happened 
from the moment that Secretary Windom fell 
back in his chair § 

was here as a member of the Board of 
Trade and sat near where Secretary Windom 
was. A very few minutes after he concluded 
his speech—perhaps five minutes—I saw a 
sudden change in the expression of his face 
and noticed that he sank down in his chair. I 
at once ran to him, reaching him within 
twenty seconds or less from the time that I 
observed the change in his countenance, 

As I reached him he sank from the chair 
to the floor, partly supported I thmk by. Sec- 
retary Tracy. He was breathing heavily, and 
as I placed one hand on his wrist to see what 
the action of his heart was I used 
the other hand to remove his tie 
and collar and shirt band so that they 
might not interfere with respiration. 
There was no pulse perceptible at the wrist 
when I first endeavored to find it. , Soon after 
I requested some of the gentlemen about him 
to assist me in removing him to an adjoining 
room where he could have fresh air and 
where we could use means to revive him to 
better advantage tnan in the banquet-room. 


Had Shown. Symptoms of Heart-D 

„Monday last, said Private Secretary 
Hendley, the Secretary was talking over the 
subject of his speech at this dinner. I remem- 
ber be made the quotation from the Bible 
which he b i used in hi 
speech tonight: He th “Silver. is not 
satisfied with silver.’ He was walking up and 
down his private office at the Treasury De- 
pattment at the time. He seemed to be in 
perfect health and I had never seen him in 
better spirits. 

„Jes, I heard that Mr. Windom had suf- 
fered from heart trouble at various times 
during several years past, But Mr. Windom 
never spoke of it and very rarely com- 
plained of itiIness of any sort. But the 
day before yesterday while standing on 
the steps of the Treasury Department he 
had an attack which, I am tow satisfied, 
must have been heart-disease, although at the 
time I hoped it was merely asudden faintness, 
Secretary Tracy, who was talking with Mr. 
Windom at the time, was alarmed, and, I be- 


concern at Mr. Windom’s attack.” 

His face turned purple and he had a cyan- 
otic countenance. ‘ His face has now assumed 
its natural expression at this hour (twenty 
minutes before 12 o’clock), and is assuming 
the pallor of death. We promptly injected 
brandy hypodermically at first, but it pro- 
duced no effect which we could observe. 
Ammonia was also used and was also without 
effect. It is my opinion that thé attack was 
directly superinduced by the applause which 
greeted Secretary Windom’s speech, and from 
the effect upon him of the evident sympathy 
of his audience, which was thoroughly in- 
wrapped with the Speaker. It is my opinion 
that Mr. Windom did not suffer at all and was 
practically unconscious from the moment I 
noticed the first change in his countenance.” 

The scene that ensued when the death was 
officially announced 1s beyond description. 
Gradually the excitement abated and then the 
following death certificate was issued : 

We hereby certify that the Hon. William Win- 
dom, Secretary of the United States Treasury, 
died at Delmonico’s, corner of Twenty-sitth 
street and Fifth avenue, at New York City, about 
10 0’clock and 11 minutes p. m., Jan. 29, 1891, and 
we further certify that the cause of his death was, 
first, cerebral hemorrhage, and, second, coma.

TO BE TAKEN TO WASHINGTON, 


The Remains of the Secretary to Be Con- 
veyed to the Capital. 

New Tonk, Jan. 29.—[Special.]—When 
there was no longer any doubt of the sail 
truth that Secretary Windom was beyond 
medical i the question arose as to 
what should be done with the body. 
Word was sent at once to Under- 
taker Huyler, Sexton .of Dr. Park- 
hurst’s Church, and it was hoped that he would 
arrive in time to have the body. removed 
to the Fifth Avenue Hotel for the 
night. He had not come at mid- 
night. In the room as watchers were 
Secretary Tracy, Attorney-General Miller, 
Collector Erhardt, Dr. Robinson, F. B. Thur- 
ber, E. D. Harper, Mr. Colgate, and Mr. 
Hendrey, the private secretary of the late 
Cabinet officer. i 

Soon after the announcement that Secretary 
Windom was dead it became known that, un- 
leas other wise ordered by President Harrison 
or Mrs. Windom, the body would be sent 
to Washington tomorrow. Capt. Am- 
brose Snow, President of the Board of Trade, 
appointed this committee from the members 
of the board to accompany the body to the 
Capital: Capt. Ambrose Snow, Darwin R.

which he spoke. He began by saying: 

No nation has ever fostered more liberally 
or protected mofe carefully its internal and 
coastwise trade than we have done, and the 
resultant magnitude and prosperity of our 
domestic commerce are, I believe. without a 
parallel in the history of the world.“ i 

Mr. Windom then quoted statistics showing 
the vast proportions of our internal com- 
merce, agriculture, mining, manufactures, 
ete. He added: P 

Contrast these grand results of our liberally- 
developed domestic commerce, operating upon 
our protected industries, with the present 
ful condition of our foreign carrying trade, which 
has not only been sadly neglected but sometimes 
treated with actual hostility by the Government. 
After referring to the time when we stood 
first among the nations in shipbuilding, and 
quoting the expression of Daniel Webster in 
1825—“‘ We have a commerce which leaves no 
sea unexplored, navies which take no law 
from superior force’’—Mr. Windom ex- 
claimed · 

How like bitter irony these words would sound 
in 1891. The brilliancy of our achievements on 


the ocean begat overtonfidence, and listening to 


the siren voice of free trade we gradually yielded 
to the seductive phrase “reciprocal liberty of 
commerce,” which at that time became very pop- 
r, until in 1828 Congress swept away all pro- 
tion to our foreign shipping ipterest and 
opened our ports to all nations on same terms 
as our own. 

So strong had our position become under the 
protective policy of the first twenty-five years of 
National life that our merchant mariné continued 
to be prosperous so long as wooden vessels were 
the only vehicles of ocean commerce, and other 
nations ‘refrained from heavy subsidiesto their 
ships. : 

Decadence of American Shipping. 

But when wooden vessels began to be supplanted 
by iron steamers and European Governments 
poured their contributions into the treasuries of 
their steamship companies the decadence of 
re ay shipping began and has continued ever 

ce 


How could it be otherwise? The American peo- 
ple ask no odds against any in the world. Give 
them an even chance and they will distance all 
competitors, but how can they be expected to 
compete unaided against foreign shipyards and 
shipowners, backed by the power and the treas- 
uries of their Governments? The amount which 
has been thus contributed to sweep our commerce 
from the seas cannot be accurately stated, but it 
is known to have reached hundreds of millions of 
dollars. 

Speaking of the subsidies as a remedy, Mr. 
Windom continued: 

Bat it will cost money. Will it pay? Yes,a 
hundredfold. The aggregate of our foreign carry- 
ing trade for the last. twenty-five years, while not 
more than one-tenth our domestic trade, has. 
nevertheless, reached the enormous sum of 
29, 465. 121.920. Estimating the cost of trausporta- 
tion at 10 per cent of the value of the goods, we 
have an expeuditure of about $3,000,000,000, at 
least 80 per cent of which—$2,400,000,000—has been 

id to foreign ship-owners. If we add to this 

000,000 a year paid for passage money we have 

a grand total of $2,900,000,000 paid to foreign labor 

aud capital during the last quarter of a centary, 

a sum larger by nearly two hundred millions than 

the maximum bonded debt growing out of the 
late war. : 

Is it not high time these vast interests receiv 
attention? Have we not tried the do-nothing 
policy long enough? Shall we give that protec- 
tion and support to our foreign merchant marine 
that other nations give to theirs, and which we 
freely give to all our other great interests, or shall 
we A as inevitable our present shameful posi- 
tion ) , 8 

I regret to say that the uniform record of in- 
difference, if not actual hostility, during the last 
fifty years affords little reason for encouragement, 
In fact, the te cy of late has been to surnen- 
der to foreigners even our domestic comme: 
rather than to assert ourselves upon the ocean. 
Discriminations of the most astonishing character 
ha ve been made both by Congress and by Treaé-

rue Ideal Financial System. 


try Mr. Windom said: 

The ideal financial system would be one that 
should furnish just enough of absolutely sound 
currency to méet the legitimate wants of trade 
and no more, and that should have enough elas- 
ticity of volume to adjust itself to the varying 
necessities of the people. I know this seems dif- 
ficult of attainment, but I believe it is substan- 
tially possible. Could such a circulating medium 
be secured the gravest commercial disasters which 
threaten our future might be avoided. 

These disasters have always come when unusual 
activity in business has caused an abnormal de- 
mand for money, as in the autumn, for the mo¥e- 
ment of our immense crops. There will always be 
great danger at these times under any cast-iron 
system of currency, such as we now have, 

Had it not been for the peculiar conditions 
which enabled the United States Treasury to dis- 
burse over $75,000,000 in about two months and a 
half last autumn I am firmly convinced that the 
stringency in August and September would have 
resulted in widespread financial ruin. Like com- 
mercial conditions will frequently occur, but it is 
not atall probable that they can be encountered 
and their consequences averted by like action of 
the Government; nor is it desirable that such 
power should be lodged with the Secretary of the 
Treasury. : ; 

I am thoroughly convinced that a better method 
can be devised which will in a large degree place 
the power of expansion and contraction in the 
hands of the people themselves. The opportunity 
of securing such a currency may be found in our 
bonded debt, which sho in my judgment, be 
in part exchanged for interconvertible bonds 
bearing à low rate of interest and always inter- 
changeable for money at the will of the holder. 

Of course [ cannot now enter upon an argument 
on this subject, but I may be excused for briefly 
mentioning the only objection I have ever heard 
to the plan which has any weight—viz: That it 
would cause an outflow of money from the Treas- 
ury when speculations run high, and an _ inflow in 
times of threatened panic, and would, therefore, 
tend to inflate inflation and contract contraction. 

This objection was conclusively answered and 
the policy triumphantly vindicated in 1862 and 
1863 under the administration of Salmon P. 
Chase, who was one of the ablest Secretaries.of 
the Treasury we ever had. Mr. Chase had urged 
and Congress had authorized what he called the 
savings banks of the people, whereby they could 
deposit in the treasury up to the limit of $100,000,- 
000, and receive an interconvertible bond draw- 
ing not more than 5 per cent interest, which 
bond was again convertible into cash at the 
will of the holder on ten days’ notice. It is well 
known that the year 1862 and the first half of 1%63 

was a period of most active speculation, and yet 
those deposits contigually increased, until June 
30, 1863, they had overrun the limit and amounted 
to $104,934,102, 

In August and September of 1863 the unusual 
activity of business had placed the conntry in the 
same condition as it was last autumn. A severe 
stringency set in and a panic was threatened. Did 
the vast depdésit of over $100,000,000 remain in safe 
hiding and thereby intensify the stringency? Ex- 
actly the reverse occurred. 

At the time when itis argued that everybody 
who could would avail himself of this safe and 
convenient place for hoarding money and draw 4 
aud 5 per cent interest on it until the storm should 
pass, the money actually flowed out at the rate of 
millions a day until Dec. 1, 1863, $59,427,000 had 
come out to the relief of business and a com- 
mercial crisis had been thereby averted. I com- 
mend this item of history as of more value than

How the Mournful Intelligence Was Con- 
veyed to the Seeretary's Wife, 

Wasuinaton, D. C., Jan. 29.—[Special. ]— 
eis it true, my God, is it true? President 
Harrison repeated time and again tonight as 
he paced the portico of the White House wait- 
ing for his carriage to take him to the resi- 
dence of Secretary Windom a few minutes 
after a teléphone message had brought the 
first neus of the Secretary’s sudden death in 
New York. The President eagerly inquired 
of the newspaper correspondents, whose tele- 
grams verified the report. 
„knew of his heart trouble,“ the President 
continued in an agitated way, and I knew he 
himself had some fears; but I never supposed 
it would end like this. Poor Mrs. Windom, 
what a dreadful shock. 

President Harrison’$ emotion almost over- 
came hin at the t t, and as he entered 
the carriage to be driven to the Secretary's 
house on Massachusetts gtenue his agitation 
was painful. He did * 
gence, for Mr. Bracket f 
old friend of the family, had 


her daughter as gently ie possible. But they 
asked further than 


awaiting him. Secretary Blaine had been 
with them, and if seemed as though all 
of President Harrison’s official family 
was there. It was Secretary Windom who 
just a year ago had broken to Secretary Tracy 
the news that Mrs. Tracy had not survived 
the flames which had left the Tracy homestead 
in ruins. ‘The President and his Cabinet inem- 
bers had also been called upon to mourn with 
Secretary Blaine hardly more than a year 
ago the death of Walker Blaind and of the 
Secretary’s daughter, Mrs. Coppinger. Ibese 
memories must have flitted through the mind 
of the President in the interval that followed 
with Mrs. Windom, in Which the President's 
grief was hardly less than ber own. The 
President and the members of the Cabinet re- 
mained at the home for nearly an hour, and 
only left when other friends had come to stay 
and give what comfort could be given. 

The news of the Secretary’s death reached 
Washington at so late an hour that it was 
known to few persons, but the intimate 
friends of the family were informed and they 
gathered with the household to keep the vigil. 

a Preparing the Way. 

Earlier in the eveving the Post master-Gen- 
eral had given a dinner in honor of the Pres- 
ident. Mrs, Windom and her two daughters 
and their guest, Miss Colton, had been present 
and remained for the musicale which followed, 
as did most of the members of the Cabinet. 
The President had left the Wanamaker resi- 
dence with Mrs. McKee only a few minutes 
before and gone to the White House. Few of 
the guests had departed when the Postmaster- 
General received the word of Secretary Win- 
dom’s death in New York and quickly com 
municated it to Secretaries Tracy and Blaine.- 
They were shocked inexpressibly. Secretary 
Proctor was also informed and could hardly 
be made to believe it. At that very moment 
Mrs. Windom and her daughters were taking 
leave of their hostess. The pitying eyes of 
those who knew the revelation that must soon 
be made saw that then was not the occasion, 
for in their own home the news could be bet- 
ter broken. Mr. Wanamaker had already 
sent word to the President and it was thought 
that the message of sorrow might come 
through him. But the presence of Mr. 
Brackett made it possible for the way to be 
prepared, and so Mrs. Windom and her 
daughters knew of their sorrow before the 
commg of Gen. Harrison and the Cabinet 
inem bers. 

The shocked feeling which pervaded the eir- 
cles in which the news was known tonight can 
be but faintly appreciated. Death had broken 
the Cabinet which President Harrison had 
Roped to kéep intact through his Administra- 
tion, and had taken the member who probably 
stood nearer to Gen. Harrison in his personal 
relations than any one else. For Secretary 
Blaine, too, the association was full of sorrow- 
ful memories. He and Mr. Windom had been 
in President Gartieid’s Cabinet together, and 
together had watched through the day of 
turmoil and anxiety which followed Guiteau’s 
bullet. They had been. placed in the 
same positions under President Harrison 
and a warm sympathy existed between them. 
Secretary Windom’s selection for the Treas- 
ury was the personal choice of Gen. Harrison. 
In the perplexities that arose in making up 
his Cabinet he turned to Mr. Windom, ho 
was then living in New York, and found the 
way out of his difficulties. Mr. Windom gave 
up his private business enterprises and en- 
tered actively upon the duties of his office, It 
was a trying position during the first year of 
the Administration, when the pressure of 
patronage on the Secretary of the Treasury 
is almost as great as on the President. But 
Mr. Windom met all the demands on his time 


and stilt managed to familiarize himself with 


the work of the department, His 
ability was always great.

Secretary Windom was all his life a hard- 
working man. He used to walk from his 
home on Massachusetts avenue to the Treas- 
ury Department in the morning. If he could 
steal away at the lunch hour he would take a 
stroll with his carriage following at a close 
distance in case he got too tired. He hus- 
banded his strength as much as possible, 
but the drafts on it were great. He 
took great comfort in his family life. 
Whule punctilious in the observance of his 
social duties, he was not fond of such enter- 
tainmnents,; and he was usually to be found at 
home in the evening. His manner was always 
pleasant and as a public official he enjoyed 
unusual popularity. His death will be a great 
loss to President Harrison’s Administration.

The Secretary’s Residence. 

Secretary Windom’s tall residence, embow- 
ered in luxuriant maples, is remembered by 
all Washington visitors as the most strikmg of 
the fashionable mansions that adorn Vermont 
avenue between the Arlington and the brass- 
mounted Fourteenth street circle. It is a 
plain brick, with window-caps of 
the same material, painted drab 
and brown. The building stands alone, 
a vacant, grassy lot on one side and.a clean- 
cut. alley on the other. The house was built 
by Secretary Windom, and in finish and fur- 
niture bears the impress of his personality. 
There is nothing tawdry or showy, but all is 
roomy, massive, and plain. The stair- 
way is of. heavy. walnut. The doors 
are large and of the same materi- 
al, plainly paneled. In the basement, 
fronting the street, was the Secretary’s work- 
shop. The small, barred windows from the 
street do not indicate what is going on with- 
in, yet here behind the plain walnut desk sat 
and worked the dead statesman. 

Secretary Windom was a man of me- 
dium height, compactly built, with a 
splendid bead well set between his 
broad ehoulders, his most conspicuous 
feature an expanse of forehead. His eyes were 
brown and suggestive of an easy temper and 
perennial good humor. In dress he was neat 
and plain. And from his attire he might 
de a well-to-do country merchant, He 
was, an Eastern man with a Western

MINNESOTA’S FAVORITE SON, 


The Death of the Secretary Causes Univer- 
sal Regret in the North Star State. 

Sr. Par., Minn., Jan. 29.—[Special.|—The 
news of the death of William Windom, Secre- 
tary of the Treasury, which reached. here 
shortly after 10 p. m., was received with great 
surprise and universal regret. Mr. Windom 
was the best known’ Minnesotan in public life, 
having settled here back in Territorial days. 
He went to Congress from Winona in 1859, 
served in that branch for ten years, graduated 
into the Senate for another ten, entered Gar- 
field’s cabinet, went back into the Senate for 
a brief period, then into business, 
and finally into the Harrison Administration. 
Mr. Windom has, therefore, although a 
Minnesotan, spent most of his life at the Cap- 
ital of the Nation. Though a Republican in 
politics, Mr. Windom was highly esteemed by 
members of all parties in Minnesota. He was 
firm in his convictions, but did not deal in 
invective in his speeches or conversation. 
That he was popular in the North Star State 
was never better shown than at the time of 
the Republican convention of 1880, when for 
a long time the bulletins. containing the vote 
announced Windom 10,” Whenever these 
figures were posted a shout went up aid down 
the streets of St. Paul and Minneapolis that 
could be heard a mile. 

Mr. Windom owned a fine house in Winona 
and spent his summers there until his defeat 
for the Senate by Sabin in the winter of 1883, 
when he moved to Washington. Mr. Windom 
owned considerable property in’ localities 
where it appreciated rapidly. Among his 
holdings is the Windom Block on Washing- 
ton avenue, Minneapolis. | |

As young Window advanced in years his 
father’s circumstances improved. He saved 
some money hiinself by chopping wood and 
domg chores, and was able to nd the 
academy at Mount Vernon, O., for several 
terms. While there he studied law, which 
proceeding greatly shocked his parents. . For 
a time he was apprenticed to @ tailor in Fred- 
erickton, O., but he soon abandoned it in dis- 
gust and resumed his legal studies at Mount 
Vernon. The young man's character and 
ambition bore him rapidly onward. At the 
age of 23, in 1850, he was admitted to the bar. 
He establ: himself at Mount Vernon, and 
two years later, in 1852, he was elected 
Prosecuting Attorney for Knox County on the 
Whig ticket. His election was a great 
triumph. He received: 300 majority in a 
county that-usually gave a Dem major- 
ity of 1,000 votes. : 

Mr. Windom was originally a Henry Clay 

ig. He was always a high-tariff man. On 
the formation of the Republican party he 
was found among its warmest and earliest 
supporters. He was prominently spoken of 
for the position of Attorney-General of Ohio 
at the first Republican convention held in the 
State, at which Salmon P. Chase was nomi- 
nated for Governor. Mr. Windom failed to 
receive the nomination. He removed to 
Winonain 1855. In 1856 he married Miss 
Ellen T. Hatch, a daughter of a prominent 
Congregational minister or Warwick, Mass. 

Wr. Windom was not long enough at the 
head of the Treasury Departinent of the Gar- 
field Administration to make an annual re- 
port. His short career there w warmly com- 
mended by the press of his entiré party, whith 
at the time was devided by factional differ- 
ences. 

Although his career was short, Mr. Win- 
dom’s first administration as Secretary of the 
Treasury was marked by one of the most mar- 
velous financial operations of modern: times. 
It was the refunding of the National debt. No 
leas than $672,000,000 borrowed by the Treas- 
ury during the war fell due for payment 
in 1881. There was but a small 
surplus on hand. It was thought at 
the time that the Government would be forced 
either to continue paying 5 and 6 per cent on 
the bonds or else to call a speetal session of 
Congress to deaf with thé difficulty. Mr. 
Windom did neither. He boldly ‘announced 
that when the bonds fell due thoy would 
be paid off unless the holders agreed 
to have them extended at the 
pleasure of the Government at 34 
per cent. This meant that if the holders 
would not consent to accept 33¢ per cent they 
would have to reinvest their money elsewhere. 
They accepted the proposition. The whole 
expense to the Government of the operation 
was about $10,000 for the issuance. of new 
bonds, etc.: The saving in interest amounted

He Would Like to Wrap His Fingers Around 
Fuller and Grady. 

E. F. McAvay, who keeps a saloon at No. 
156 South Halsted street, is willing to give $300 
for the capture of two barkeepers named 
Frank Filler and Joe Grady, who re- 
cently robbed him. After much solicita- 
tion on their part and pledges of their 
ability to attend to and increase his business 
he employed them on the day watch. They ap- 
peared to be faithful and attentive until early 
Christmas morning, when, he says, they broke 
open the door of a little room in the rear of 
the ssloon, secured a Liste tia! box filled with 
money taken in during idays, emptied 
the till behind the bar, took a — bottles of 
the choicest liquors, and several boxes of cigars, 
closed the doors of the saloon, and decamped. 
The amount of cash they secured was $563. 
They left an ingulting note and 35 cents in 
the drawer, so that the proprietor when he 
opened up again would have some change to 
start in with. 

Mr. McAvay is not built on the plan of 
the average saloonkeeper, and he runs 
his place after peculiar methods of 
hisown. He never speaks to his customers 
unless addressed, but if the person who buys 
a drink is unobtrusive and gentlemanly in 
manner McAvyay is almost certain to offer him 
a cigar before leaving. His place is as quiet 
as a chapel, and its neatness and the quality of 
goods have bim a steady and 
silent list of customers. He will 
permit no bums, no noisy liticians, 
and no blackguards to enter his place. 
Nailed to the walls and tagged on boxes of 
whisky and wines are numerous mottoes for 
the guidance of those who enter,and among 
them the following: 

“By law we claim protection in the 
Tight.” 

‘No gambling or game of chance allowed.”’ 

„No boisterous, profane, or obscene 
language tolerated.“ 

Any intoxicated person who applies for 
liquor will be prosecuted according to law.“

Patent Medicine-Men Talk War on the 
Dry-Goods Men Who Cut Prices. 

The efforts of patent-medicine manufactur- 
ers to abolish the cutting of prices on their 
products by dry-goods merchants who handle 
them as leaders can be seen in the various 
circylars addressed to the retail drug trade. 
One large firm in the East incloses a blank 
contract with its letters, which each retail 
druggist is to sign under penalty of not re- 
ceiving rebate discounts thereafter, or of be- 
ing eut off from further supplies of goods al- 
together. The contract bind» the retailer to 
“sell for not less than the minimum retail 
price to dealers in proprietary medicines who 
will sign or have signed and are not known to 
have violated this contract.” The retailer 
further agrees that he will not sell directly, or 
knowingly indirectly, to parties cut off by the 
manufacturers. 

Another concern cautions its customers 

inst selling to notorious slashers of prices. 

is caution is repeated to wholesalers as 
well, the condition imposed being that if 
prices are still cut by outsiders to the detri- 
ment ot the retail drug trade the manfactur- 
ers of all patent medicines will combine and 
sell through agencies in large cities. The 
agencies will allow only such merchants to 
handle the goods as have not operated with 
the knife on the price list. 

The manager of a large department store 
whose prices on various panaceas have cau 
wrath among the retailers, laughed at the idea 
of any combination being formed which 

uld keep up prices. 
500 That ony — tried before,” he said, 
and has failed dismally. There is no such 
thing on earth as a necessary article that 
can be manufactured by one concern alone 
and sold at prices placed exorbitantly high. 
There is plenty of money and ingenuity in the 
world to devise a substitute. Ido not think 
that in the vast operation of selling patent 
medicines all over the country prices can 
be fixed so that a buyer with the cash in his 
hand cannot obtain his goods at a lower figure 
than the one quoted. Supply and demand 
regulate cotnbinations; it can’t be made to 
work the other way. If we can sell patent 
medicine at 80 cents a bottle that costs us 66 
cents we are satisfied with the profit and are 
sorry for the retail druggist who can’t do busi- 
ness on a margin of 20 per cent and has to

DEATH OF SECRETARY WINDOM. 

Sudden death has robbed the Nation of one 
of its most conspicuous public men, the Repub- 
liean party of a wise leader, and President Har- 
rison of one of his most trustworthy counsel- 
ors. The Hon. William Windom, Secretary of 
the Treasury, died suddenly at the banquet of 
the New York Board of Trade in Delmonico’s 
last night about 9 o’clock. He had been ap- 
parently in perfect health and in good spirits 
during the day. He was not an old man. He 
was only in his G4th$ year. He had 
always enjoyed robust health. He was 
the honored guest of the evenmg and 
was to respond to the principal toast. His 


able management of the finances ot the Re- 
public, at a time when there has been 80 
much deserved complaint and criticism of 
the methods of Ministers of Finance in other 
nations—vour rivals in trade and commerce. 
But before the eulogy was spoken, before the 
guest had responded, death summoned him. 

Mr. Windom, though not a brilliant orator, 
had taken a prominent part in the affairs of 
the Nation for over thirty years. He entered 
the House of Representatives from Minnesota 
in 1858 and served continuously for ten years. 
He was during the war a loyal Republican, a 
friend of the Union, and displayed no little 
ability as a legislator during the reconstruc- 
tion period. He was a leading member of 
the Senate for nine years, during which he 
displayed such conspicuous financial capacity 
that he was made Chairman of the Committee 
on Appropriations. In that trying position he 
acquitted himself with such credit that Presi- 
dent Garfield felt justified in appointing him 
Secretary of the Treasury as the successor 
of John Sherman. During the few months he 
served in his new position he demonstrated 
his fitness and the wisdom of the President’s 
choice. He obtained and held the confidence 
of the financial men of the Republic, and as a 
Minister was much more popular than his 
predecessor, 

President Harrison's selection of him 
to fill the same post he held under 
President Garfield gave general satisfaction. 
His policy during the present Adminis- 
tration has justified the confidence reposed 
in him in every section of the country. He 
neither yielded to the money kings of the 
| East nor to the expansionists of the West. 
His financial policy was wise, prudent, 
and safe; and in his death the people of the 
United States will suffer a loss cannot 
easily be repaired. 

PLAN TO STEAL PRESIDENTIAL ELECTORS 

The Democrats having the temporary con- 
trol of the Legislatures of Michigan, Wiscon- 
sin, and Ohio, States which they have little or 
no expectation of carrying at the next Presi- 
dential election, are considering the advisa- 
bility of changing, so far as those States are 
concerned, the manner of choosing Presiden- 
tial Electors. Their plan is that the two at 
large shall be chosen on a general ticket, 
but that the others shall be chusen by the Con- 
gressional districts, which are to be gerry- 
mandered in such a way that the Democrats 
will carry the majority of them, even though 
the States go Republican. In this way the 
Democrats believe they can pick up Electors 
enough to make the success of their Presi- 
dential candidate absolutely certain. 

Were the Democrats to do this they would 
be guilty of a shameless theft, because it 
would be a change—limited to a few States— 
of the long-established and uniform method 
of choosing Electors, merely for the purpose 
of gaining a partisan advantage. While it 
would not be illegal it would be morally in- 
defensible. Some Republicans seem to view 
this scheme With unconcern. They say that 
if it were carried out, and were to tost the 
Republicans some Electoral votes in the North, 
they will pick up enough in the South to 
make good their Northern losses. 

These people appear to have some vague 
idea that this proposed change in the method 
of election is to be a general one. That is a 
great mistake. The Democrats have no idea 
of applying this new system in States which 
they are confident of carrying in 1892. They 
will try nothing of the kind in New Jersey, 
New York, Indiana, or any of the Southern 
States. The solid Electoral vote of South 
Carolina, Louisiana, Mississippi, and other 
Gulf States will be cast for the Democrats. 

But even if the Electors were to be chosen 
in those States by Congressional districts the 
most the Republicans could hope for would 
be to secure about as many Southern Electors 
as they will have Congressmen from Southern 
States in the next Congress. In those dis- 
tricta where they had a white majority or 
whites enough on their side to see that the 
colored Republicans got their rights they 
would elect their men. But in those thirty- 
odd districts where the colored Republicans 
are in an immense majority, but their votes 
are suppressed because they have no whites 
to back them up, the Democratic candidates 
would have the field to themselves. 

Even if the National Election bill were to 
be passed, and it were to be effective, there is 
no present prospect that it would be of any 
benefit to the Republicans in 1892. The 
blacks, especially in the Gulf States, have left 
the Republican party for the time being and 
have gone headlong into the Alliance move- 
ment. They have been carried off their feet 
by its crazy creed. They think it is going to 
do wonderful things for them—even better 
than the “forty acres and a mule” some of 
them thought they would get after emancipa- 
tion. The colored men have gone into this 
Alliance business with the full fervor of their 
emotional natures, and they will cling to their 
delusions after the whites have been cured. It 
looks now as if whatever black votes are cast 
in the Gulf States in 1892 will be cast for Dem- 
-ocratic or Alliance candidates. The colored 
men in the cities will go for the former and 
those in the country for the latter. The Re- 
publican nominees will be left out in the 
cold. 

Thus under no circumstances can Southern 
Electoral gains offset the possible Northern 
losses of the Republicans due to Democratic 


sharp practices. But if the Democrats are so 


‘unwise as to attempt to carry out their gerry- 
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round majority in spite of the dead weight of

NEW KANSAS SENATOR’S FINANCIAL 
os NOTIONS. 


All that there is in the speech of acceptance 


is simply the agent of the people, issuing their 
to them without going around 
Robinson’s barn to find them. 

He declares flrst: We [the Alliance] are 
opposed to the Government issuing money to 
banking corporations.” Asa matter of fact 
it does not. Bank notes are not legal tenders. 
Nobody can be obliged to take or accept them 
in payment of any debt or obligation or in pur- 
chase of anything. But the banks are compelled 
to give the holder legal tender money for 
them on demand, either gold, silver, or green- 
backs. The Government compels those banks 
to deposit with the United Stätes Controller 
$100 of Federal bonds for each $90 of non-legal 
tender notes the banks are authorized to issue. 

So much capital of the banks is locked up in 
low-interest bonds that most of them have vol- 
untarily retired all their circulation down to the 
minimum limit without losing their charters. 
More than half their notes have been retired. 
The banks care nothing for the privilege of issu- 
ing notes under the existing law. If Congress 
would authorize them to do a general bank. 
ing business and retain their charters without 
issuing any motes they are all ready to comply, 
most of them gladly. Did not Peffer know 
these facts about banks andthe nature of 
non-legal tender notes? If not, then he is a 
very ignorant man. If he did, then he dis- 
honestly concealed it in his speech. Which 
horn of the dilemma will he choose? 

He says, secondly, that he is opposed to the 
(Kansas) people getting money “ freighted 
down with interest charges. How are the 
Kansas people to get money—real money 
possessing the world’s purchasing power—un- 
less they give property of equal market value 
for it? Who is going to loan them real money 
free of interest charges? Who is going to give 
them property to use and enjoy free of charge 
for its use? Money is simply one form of 
capifal or property. Mr. Peffer made no ex- 
planation of, or gave answers to, those obvi- 
ous questions. Why? Could he not? Did he 
not understand the subject? If not, why was 
he discussing it in the presence of the Legis- 
lature and the public? 

He says, thirdly: We believe in the people 
making their own money.“ How? The Al- 
mighty makes gold and silver. Does Peffer 
mean that he wants only fiat paper? If so, 
how is it to be redeemed, and when? How 
much will a dollar of irredeemable fiat shin- 
plasters, issued by act of Congress, buy? 
What. purchasing power will a dollar of it 
have? Notas much asanickel. Of what use 
would such trash be to the people? It could 
not be thrust on creditors in payment of gold 
debts made previous to its issue. And who 
would sell property and agree to receive the 
debased rags in payment? No one but a fool. 

Fourthly, he is opposed to National bank- 
ing institutions for the reason that they are 
combines against the interests of the masses. 
What other and better and more solvent banks 
can the Alliance get or have? Remember 
that the National banks care nothing now for 
their note-issuing function. Those hanks 
have received some 2 billions of deposits of 
money from all classes of people and loan it 
out to carry on the business of the country. 
They have invested a billion (1,000 millions) of 
their stockholders’ capital, which they also loan 
to the public under the limitations of law. 
Can such a universal National system be 
abolished for light or cranky or ignorant 
reasons without convulsing the business of the 
Nation? Has Peffer thought out that prob- 
lem? He. asserts boldly, but 9 explains 
nothing. 

Fifthly, the Government has no pene 4s 
of its own to issue direct to anybody. It has 
no surplus money except that derived from 
taxes. The stuff Peffer wants issued to the 
people, which he calls money, is fiat—limit- 
less, irredeemable pieces of paper. The con- 
ception is opposed to all sense and sound 
thinking, and all human experience pro- 
nounces it a delusion. This new Senator 
does not stop to advocate free silver coinage, 
because a dollar of that metal possesses 80 
per cent of the value of a gold dollar when 
the latter is banished from circulation, as the 
silverites expect and intend. And he knows, 
probably, that the Government would have 
no vast stock of silver which it could lend 
directly to the people, and that it cannot make 
it by a “ flat decree. Therefore Peffer es- 
chews silver altogether, and reaches out instead 
after his beloved iridescent bubble—fiat paper, 
of which everybody is to have all he wants. 


CRUELTY TO LEGISLATORS, 

According to the Springfield dispatches 
some of the members of the Legislature who 
are faithful in their attendance at the sessions 
of the joint assembly and cast daily votes for 
Senatorial candidates ought to be in their 
beds or at least in their rooms. Some are 
lame, others age suffering keen physical pain, 
and may do themselves a lasting injury by 
their enforced visits to the Capitol. It is 
downright inhumanity to force the attendance 
of men under such circumstances, and it is in- 
excusable, for there is nothing which can be 
gained by it. If it should happen that two or 
three Republican members were unable to be 
present, thus enabling the Democrats to elect 
a Senator if ali the other Republicans were 
present and voted, then, as four years ago, all 
the Republicans—and the F. M. B. A. men, 
too would stay away and break up a quorum. 
The Democrats would do the same thing if ac- 
cident should give the Republicans a momen- 
— majority of a quorum in the joint assem- 
bly. 

Therefore when aman is sick let a pair be 
found for him at once, so that he can stay in- 
doors tilihe is cured. Nothing is risked by 
this. No advantage is gained or lost. The 
case is yet to be recorded of a man who broke 
a pair. It is not likely that either party will 
have a monopoly of sickness. If ill-health 
visits the Republicans today it will visit the 
Democrats tomorrow. So it will pay each 
side to be accommodating and deal humanely 
with the other. At present each party seems 
to be waiting with “ gho»lish glee to see one 
of the opposition memb.:s 80 badly disabled 
that it will be impossible for him to be in his 
seat. Nor is either side disturped by the 
thought that death may visit the other and 
take away one of its representatives, cre- 
ating a vacancy which it might be able to 
fill. This cold-blooded view of the situation 
is not attractive. Legislators should show a 
little more of the milk of human kindness. 

Furthermore the General Assembly has 
sometb*.g to do besides electing a Senator, 
and therefore it should not give up all de time 
to one thing. Apport:onment, appropri- 
ation, ballot reform, and other laws have to 
Re pone’ and they should be considered care- 
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matter for the House to act on. It is foolish- 
ness to spend all the time in Senatorial bal-

of the preceding one. If the legislators will 
vary their pursuits they will enjoy life more 
and please their constituents. 


AK DRAINAGE CHANNEL OBJECTIONS. 

A South Side organization calling itself the 
“Hamilton Club” is playing into the hands 
ef Mr. Sanford of Morris and other malig 
nant enemies of Chicago by attacking the 
drainage channel in resolutions which are 
spoken of triumphantly by those who are 
fighting this city as the deliberate voice of its 
citizens, while they represent only the organ- 
ized ignorance of a few men. 

This club makes itself unhappy because the 
idea of a navigable waterway is not made the 
main purpose, with sewage disposition thrown 
in asamere incident. The Supreme Court 
has had the temerity to disagree with it. The 
club professes'to believe that if the drainage 
channel were cut it would not help the condi- 
tion of Chicago sewers, which is nonsense, 
The engineering talent of the country stu- 
pidly holds otherwise, and that law of nat- 
ure in obedience to which water seeks the 
lowest level will persist obstinately in assert- 
ing itself in spite of the club resolutions. 
When the channel is cut all the Chicago sew- 
age will run rapidly into the Illinois River 


abundantly diluted, 


Another objection to the law by the H. Club is 
that there are shore sewers which now empty 
into the lake, and that even if the drainage 
channel does work well sewage will still be 
discharged into and poison the drinking 
water. The answer to this is that the only 
sewage emptied into the lake along the front 
of the old city from Fullerton avenue to 
Thirty-ninth street is that of a strip averag- 
ing perhaps a quarter of a mile wide—in some 
places a little wider—accommodating a few 
thousand people. But wherever the dip is to- 
wards the main river or any of its branches or 
forks all the sewage goes into them. Thus all 
the sewage made west of the North and South 
Branches discharges into them or the West 
Fork. All the sewage of the Twenty-ninth 
and Thirtieth Wards of the Towa of ike— 
covering the Stock-Nards territory—dis- 
charges into the South Branch, because the 
natural drainage is that way. The south 
ward of Lake tends to sl in part towards 
the Calumet basin,. but inclination is 80 
slight that the sewage will go whichever way 
it is directed by the sewers. The natural 
grade of the west half of Hyde Park is to- 
wards the western outlet of the Chicago River. 
All of Jefferson and 75 per cent of the area of 
Lake View drain into the North Branch, as all 
of Cicero does into the West Fork of the 
South Branch. 

Thus of that part of the city which is within 
the Drainage District from 90 to 95 per cent 
drains naturally into the Chicago River and, 
into the canal, and hence when the great chan- 
nel is cut the flow will be into the Desplaines, 
for the dip will be in that direction, and, obe- 
dient to the law of gravity, the amply-diluted 
sewage will run off into the Illinois and Mis- 
sissippi to the Gulf. 

Again, when the drainage channel is dree- 
ing 300,000 cubic feet of water a minute from 
the lake its suction will draw into the Chicago 
River, and discharge into the Desplaines, 
nearly all of the shore water which has been 
fouled by sewers emptying into the lake from 
Lake View on the north and as fer south as Ken- 
wood or perhaps Jackson Park on the south. 
Thus this dreaded sewage will be disposed of 
without difficulty, And to make assurance 
doubly sure it is the intention to reverse all 
these shore sewers which now discharge into 
the lake so they will drain westward, and as 
the great channel will make the outlet in that 
direction considerably lower than that into 
the lake not one solitary drop of sewage will 
mingle with the drinking. water. 

The H. Club seems to have nothing to sug- 
gest as a substitute forthe drainage channel. 
But if that is abandoned the only thing that 
can be done will be to run the sewage of the 
whole city into the lake and poison the drink- 
ing water of the people, This is the wild, 
wicked scheme which the malevolent old rail- 
way attorney, Sanford, indorses and puffs, and 
that it may be carried out to perfection he in- 
sists that the scant outflow of sewage through 
the canal shall be stopped and all of Chicago’s 
sewage be turned into its drinking water. He 
is waiting hopefully for some Chicago mem- 
ber to introduce a bill to repeal the Drainage 
act and to provide for the gradual but sure 
poisoning of his constituents by their own 
sewage. As yet no Cook County man has ac- 
commodated Mr. Sanford, and that individual 
is forced to get along as best he can with the 
ammunition furnished him by the featherheads 
of the Hamilton Club, who, doubtless without 
meaning it, are doing the most they can to hurt 
Chicago and its citizens. When they see San- 
ford praising them it is time forthem to look 
at themselves and see what they have done to 
merit that disgrace. 


VALUE OF LAKE-FRONT SUBMERGED 


LAND. 
A correspondent, writing to Taz TMRU NA 
regarding a recent editorial on the Lake-Front 
question, says: 


You place the value of the land (sixfy-four 
acres) which it is proposed to give the [llinois 
Central railway at $100,000 per acre, or $6,400,000, 
The day previous E. T. Jeffery, lately General 
Manager of the Illinois Central railway. testified 
in the case on trial before Judge Baker that land 
for railroad purposes was worth $20 per square 
foot, or $860,000 per acre. If $60,000 per acre be 
deducted for cost of filling—an extravagant esti- 
mate—the value of the sixty-four acres is $51, 200,- 
000, instead of $6,000.000, at which you estimated 
it. I do not believe that the land is worth as 
much as this testimony shows. However, such is 
the testimony of Mr. Jeffery, C. E. Simmons, 
Land Commissioner of the Chicago and North- 
western railway, and Ald. Vierling. 


There are some points which the writer of 
the above appears to lose sight of but which 
are important for the proper consideration of 
this question. In the first place, the Illinois 
Central does not propose to buy outright from 
the city sixty-four or any other number of 
acres of land. If it did, then the price which 
the city should ask per acre would be far 
above the figures given in Tun Trrsune. But 
what the road proposes is a swap, is a trade of 
acres for acres. It offers to the city for these 
submerged lands north of Monroe or Adams 
street its roundhouse and Thirteenth and 
Fourteenth street property and some sub- 
merged lands of its own, If the estimates of 
these railroads experts are correct, the land 
which the railroad proposes tosurrender and 
the city to receive is worth to the road $20 per 
square foot. Therefore, assuming that the 
exchange is one of equal areas, the railroad 
should pay the city the difference to the road 
between the value per acre of what it receives 
and what it gives, less what it may cost it to 
make the new property available for its pur! 
poses. 

When it comes to determining that differ- 
ence in value there are several things to be 
considered. The proposed arrangement in- 
volves the removal by the Illinois Central of 
its tracks from Twenty-second street ‘to 
Monroe quite a distance out into the lake to 
the east of their present place. The expense 
of that will be heavy, Even the lowest esti- 
mate made does not bring it below two million 
dollars. The land which it is using now is 
accessible without any change in its ks. 
If the proposition were that the road 
blocks for 
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and north of Adams street which the IIlinois 
Central wishes to get? The title is at present 
in dispute, but the chances are many to one 
that Judge Harlan’s decision will be affirmed 
twoor three years hence by the Supreme 
Court. In that case the State will own the fee 
of the land under the waters, the United States 
Government, which the outer harbor, 
will regulate the use Of the waters, and 
the city will have the right to build docks and 
wharves in those waters as far out as the War 
Department permite it to. And the value of 
these docks and wharves will be lessened, be- 
cause to reach them it will be necessary to use 
long viaducts spanning innumerable tracks. 
With the Harlan-Blodgett decision af- 
firmed the city could not sell to the Central a 
foot of these submerged lands without the con- 
currence of the State and the Federal Govern- 
ments, either of which could block the transac- 
tion. Thus the selling value of these lands, 
from the city’s point of view, cannot be as 
great as if.it had an absolute title to them. 
Besides, the Illinois Central claims that these 
lands belong to it and professes to believe that 
the pending suit will be decided in its favor. 
Therefore the proposed arrangement is large- 
ly in the nature of a compromise in which 
each party is to waive something. Nor must 
it be forgotten that the Illinois Central has 
not shown any eagerness to negotiate. If 
anxious to make this swap it has hidden the 
fact well. One would never judge from its 
conduct that it expected to make fifty millions, 
as the correspondent seems to think, if it got 
the sixty-four acres of submerged lands. To 
say that they are worth any such sum, espe- 
cially in view of the fact that the proposition 
is that the city shall barter them for other 


lands far more valuable per acre, not sell 


them, is to deceive people. 


DEARBORN PARK AND THE PUBLIC LI- 
BRARY. 

The last General Assembly passed a law 
authorizing the Soldiers’ Home of this city 
to use the north quarter fof Dearborn Park 
for the erection of a Soldiers’ Monument and 
Hall. Last year the Council passed an ordi- 
nance giving the use of the entire park to the 
Public Library Board for the erection of a 
library building. Subsequently the Soldiers’ 
Home, not having the money with which to 
build or not caring to do so, made an agree- 
ment with the board by which the latter, when 
it built, was toinclude in its plans a memorial 
hall to commemorate the patriotism and sac- 
rifices of the soldiers and sailors of the Civil 
War, to be leased by the library at a nominal 
rental for fifty years to the Grand Army Hall 
and Memorial Association of Illinois for its 
use and that of other organizations of Union 
soldiers and sailors having headquarters in 
Cook County. 

In order that there may be no question as 
to the title of the Library Board Senator 
Thomas has introduced a bill giving to it all 
the right that the State has in the park, with 
a proviso that no building shall be erected on 
the north quarter till an arrangement has 
been made with the Soldiers’ Home, to which 
its use had been granted previously. That 
arrangement has been made practically, and 
will be consummated the moment this bill 
becomes a law. An agreement has been en- 


tered into also with the abutting property- 


owners which disposes of their easements. 
The structure which the board designs erect- 


ing will be set back fifteen feet from the build- 


ing line, which will leave the buildings on 
Randoiph and Washington streets and Dear- 
born place with as good light as they have 
now. 

It will be seen that the bill is a perfectly 
proper one, entitled to the vote of every mem- 
ber and to the hearty support of every Repre- 
sentative from Cook County. All that it does 
is to vest in a public institution and to put ir- 
revocably out of the reach of private interests, 
which might some time seek to grasp it, this 
valuable remnant of the old Fort Dearborn 
reservation. The decision of Judges Harlan 


and Blodgett, which will be affirmed by the 


Supreme Court, declares that the title is in 
the City of Chicago. The best thing to be 
done, then, is for the State and its mynicipal 
agent, the city, to clinch that decision by 
turning their interesta over to the Public Li- 
brary Board. 


THE SOUTHERN FRIENDS OF THE WORLD'S 
FAIR. 


It is cheering to observe that the recent 
clamor against the World’s Fair and the 
threats of boycotting it in case the Election 
bill was passed were by no means universal in 
the South. They were confined to the thor- 
oughly sectional and sensitive class, which is 
moved easily by prejudives or suspicions and 
is ready to fly off the handle on the slightest 
provocation. The thoughtful, unemotional, 
and reflecting elements of the Southern com- 
munity on the other hand took no part in 
these foolish demonstrations and did much to 
counteract them by their practical and sensi- 
ble counsels, 

The Charleston (S. C.) News and Courier 
was one of the first to protest against these 
spite proceedings and to urge that the Southern 
States should consider the question of sending 
exhibits to the Fair on its merits and without 
any reference to the Election bill. The 
Birmingham (Ala.) Age-Herald, printed in a 
great and growing manufacturing district, 
says: 

How could Alabama spite anybody but herself by 
neglecting a splendid opportunity to advertise 
her resources? This idea of mixing business and 
politics is a bad one. We can attend to both 
better if we keep them apart, and are likely 
to suffer if we mix them. We should not offend 
and estrange our many friends in the North and 


Northwest and hurt ourselves besides simply to 
try to spite a few enemies in Congress. 

The Chattanooga Times, one of the ablest 

papers in the South, says: 

We reproduce an opinion or two on the policy 
of boycotting the World’s Fair by Alabama and 
Tennessee because of the probable enactment of 
the force bill into a law. We respectfully take 
leave to go beyond the mild deprecation of our 
contemporaries and pronounce the scheme one 
of unmitigated idiocy. There is no sort of rela- 
tion between the two things. 


The Nashville Banner says on this subject: 
It is absurd for a great State like Tennessee 
to refuse or threaten to refuse to do its duty to 
itself in order to spite Republican partisans in 
Congress; andthe Birmingham News says: 
Boycotting the World's Columbian Exposi- 
tion at Chicago because of the possible pas- 
sage of the force bill is unworthy of the great 
States of Alabama and Tennessee. 

These q'10tations fairly represent the spirit 
of many other Southern papers of influence 
and a cool-headed way of looking at things, 
and they have done good service in rebuking 
such papers as the Nashville American, the 
Memphis Avalanche-Appeal, the Atlanta 
Constitution, and others which give way to 
impulse, passion, and prejudice and counsel 
the people to hasty and foolish action. They 
have the courage to tell the people they are 
unwise when they give way to their emotions 
in this foolish manner. There is no question 
that their counsels will prevail in the end and 
that by their influence they will unite the 
whole Southern people in support of the non- 
partisan Fair and in securing State represen- 
tation which will be of the most creditable 
kind. They have shown themselves true 
friends of the Fair and of Chicago, end the

Chilean Insurgents Occupy the City of Co- 
quimbo Without serious Opposition. 

Burnos Ayres, Jan. 29.—Advices received 
here from Chile show that the insurgents are 
steadily gaining ground. Soon after the bom- 
bardment of Port Coquimbo the rebel forces 
occupied La Serena, the City of Coquimbo, 
without any opposition on the part of the 
Government troops, though the latter occu- 
pied La Serena in force, being quartered in 
the hospital, schools, and other public build- 
ings.

OHIO’S SCHOOL-BOOK LAW. 


Utter Failure in Procuring the Results 
Aimed At—Penitentiary Investigation. 


law passed by the Ohio Legislature last winter 
providing for the purchase of all school books 
by a board selected by the Governor is a 
sorry failure. In the report to be submitted 
to the General Assembly this week, after re- 
viewing the initial proceedings of the board, 
the report points out that the clause fixing the 
price at which a contract could be made ef- 
fective brings about an utter failure of the 
board to make any progress in the direction 
results aimed at 
in bids were 80 
licited, with single exception the 
thirty-seven publishing firms who had by re- 
quest submitted samples of their books de- 
clined to bid under the limitation fixed by the 
law, all maintaining that they could not pub- 
lish the books at such figures and derive a rea- 
sonable profit from the 5 of the 
same. Upon this failure of the publishers to 
bid the board concludes that it would not be 
wise for them to make any further attempt to 
purchase books for the public schools at the 
price fixed by statute—80 per cent of 
the lowest price at which such books 
are sold to dealers by publishers. The 
board discourages the proposition for the 
State to publish the books used in its schools. 
The judgment in this regard is based up- 
on the experiment in California and upon 
an estimate of the cost of publishing school 
books compiled by the Hon. Leo Hirsch, 
Superintendent of Publi¢ Printing. The 
board thinks that the law under which it was 
created has not been altogether without value, 
as, it is stated. many publishers now agree to 
contract with Boards of Education to furnish 
books at a reduction of 20 per cent from 
wholesale prices.

A Bill Providing for Its Purchase Before 
the Michigan Legislature. 

Lansinc, Mich., Jan, 29.—[Special.]|—The 
railroads were given another whirl in the 
House today. Representative Jackson intro- 
duced a bill providing that under the terms of 
the charter granted the company in 1846 the 
State has decided to purchase the Michigan 
Central railroad and all its property and 
stocks. The Governor is authorized to act for 
the State in concludmg the purchase, In 
case the State and the company cannot agree 
upon the market value of the stocks the Su- 
préme Court is authorized to fix a price. The 
State Treasurer is required to pay for the 
road from the general funds of the State 
within two years. A constitutional provision 
prohibits the State from engaging in railroad 
buying, but it is pro to obviate this 
di ty by amending the Constitution at the 
coming spring election so as to allow the State 
to i when the latter are opera- 
ting under special charters. It is believed that 
the bill and proposed amendment are in- 
tended to be used as aclub to force the Cen- 
tral to give up the charter privile which 
now place it beyond the reach of the Legis- 
lature in the matter of taxation and passenger

“It is difficult to imagine anything more 
ridiculously false than the statements 
made by John Livingston, President of 
the New York State Alliance, concerning 
Alliance matters in Kansas. Mr. Livingston 
came to me 4 few days before the Senatorial! 
election with a letter of introduction from 
Lester C. Hubbard of the Farmers’ Voice and 
asked me to introduce him to the members of 
the Legislature. He wanted to get a hearing 
before the Legislature. He declared that he 
knew more than ‘any man living about the 
abominations of railway corporations and that 
he had come to Kansas to instruct the legis- 
lators.

He says Sweden 
has accomplished some of the most important 
results in Arctic research, but it is evident that 
many questions of physical 8 and 
particularly those relating to geology and nat- 
ural history, will remain unsolved, or at least 
will be difficult of explanation until corre- 
sponding observations and collections are 
made in the Anarctic regions. These consid- 
erations have induced the Swedes to think of 
extending their researches into the South 
Polar regions, and it is pro to send outa 
new 8 as completely equip as that 
of the Vega, in which Nordenskjold made the 
northeast 23 i 
He says the King of Sweden is deeply inter- 
ested in the project, as well as the scientific 
anthorities of that country and Baron Oscar 
Dickson, the well-known patron of polar ex- 
plorations. This gentleman has promised to 
contribute $25,000 to the expedition, and the 
game amount is expected from Australia. 
Baron Nordenskjold speaks rather slightingly 
of “the leadmg men of science.“ He says 
that they have been talking a great deal about 
the question, but that they seem to encounter 
unsurmountable difficylties when they pro- 
ceed from sounds to things. In any case, 
he says, the expecition will not leave Sweden 
before 1892, and perhaps not before 1893.

LIFE AMONG THE HAWAIIAN LEPERS. 


Sister Rose Gertrude Relates Some of Her 
Distressing Experiences, 

Sister Rose Gertrude, the heroic young En- 
glishwoman who left home and friends to 
take up the work of the lamented Father Da- 
mien among the lepers of Molokai, has de- 
scribed her first year’s experiences in a letter 
tothe New York World. She says of the 
leper women: Many of them contract alli- 
ances at the settlement unsanctified by priest 
or pastor, but their marriage is annulled by law 
the moment either party is declared a r. 
I asked a pretty young Hawaiian woman, Who 
had left an apparently dearly loved husband 
in Honolulu, why she had so soon forgotten 
bim for another man: We must have a man 
to defend us,.“ she answered. When we go 
to get our rations there is such acrowd, Im- 
agine 1,200 people to be served. If we have 
not a man to help us we have either to wait all 
day—perhaps in the cold and rain—or worn 
out and faint come home without it.” 

Another woman, who lay on her dymg bed, 
and in whose ear the priest whispered words 
of contrition and repentance before she should 
appear before the Judge, said:. What would 

ou have had me do but take another man? I 

ad scarcely any fingers and no toes; how 
could I live alone without a friend or relation 
at the place? Where another woman would 
suffer physically and morally and remain 
constant the Hawaiian woman 
it only natural if deprived 
the husband of her choice she 
should take another. We have about twenty 
lepers permanently located at Kalili under 
treatment, more t twenty sus and 
very often as many waiting to go to Molokai, 
and these more often the worst cases, for 
many of them have had the disease twenty or 
thirty years, and had been hiding all that 
time. Attending tothe wants of so many 
people was no light work for one person, and 

chose five little boys out of the patients, 
three for the suspects and two for the lepers, 
to help in the dispensary work. We used to 
begin about 50’ciock in the morning “ paint- 
ing,“ that is, applying certain drugs dissolved 
os ye form of yore , 1 

n one pretty little cottage lay a young En- 

glishman dying. This indeed was one of the 
most heartrending sights on the island. A 
young man of much promise, he had been 
forced to leave his mother, his brothers and 
sisters, and abandon all hope of a bright 
career. There, in a little white-draped bed by 
the lattice, fanned by the southern breeze 
laden with the fragrance of the jasmine and 
the flowers, lay the sick man, the skin drawn 
tightly over his bones, his eyes bleared 
and sightless, one side of his face 
entirely eaten away by a horrible can- 
cer, his deformed, his breath 
coming in quick, 2 Let this young 
man, of such culture refinement as to fee 
the horror of the loathsome disease of which 
he was the victim, was a model of patience 
and resignation. With inimitable self-forget- 
fulness he tried to raise himself in his bed and 
say: Thank you 80 much for the visit, and 
God bless you, and even as we passed down 
the garden path and out at the gate a messen- 
ger entered the cottage and his soul was borne 
away beyond the vast ocean that stretched be- 
fore us and the infinite sky overhead. 

The saddest days of my life were those when 
a shipment was made to Molokai. At the last 
moment the poor creatures clung to us, weep- 
ing as if their hearts would break at the 
thought of leaving all their friends and goi 
among strangers, and believing that they w 
soon die, for the natives believe they die 
sooner at Molokai than they would elsewhere. 
They say the wind is so cold that they cannot 
stand the climate. And even if death were 
not before them they know that they can 
never come back again. 

I remember with asharp pang the cruelt 
of the Luna or Superintendent one day wi 
regard to sending some of these poor creatures 
to i. iokai. The doctor gave them some pigs 
for r feast one public holiday. I had just re- 
ceived some presents from New York, and we 
resolved give them a happy day. Those 
who were able were to run aor and 
te | one was to have a present. Shirts, 
bright silk handkerchie toys, books, 
and clothing were il up in the 
photographic room, and one by one the pres- 
ents were let down to them in a bucket 

ayly dressed in white and blue, All was 

right and gay, every face wore a smile. 
Many friends of the lepers were gathered 
around the outer gate enjoying fun at a dis- 
tance when suddenly the Luna said roughly: 
„Ah, you may laugh today, but tomorrow at 
12. o'clock you all go to Molokai.“ Several 
girls burst out sobbing and all the doomed 
ones crept away to their rooms to give vent to 
their grief,

CHANGE IN MILITARY JURISDICTION. 


Gen, Brooke in Command of All Troops in 
the Vicinity of Pine Ridge. 
Wasainetor, D. C., Jan. 29.—[Special.]— 
An important change in the military jurisdic- 
tion of the territory of the late Indian 
troubles has been decided upon by the Presi- 
dent and will be announced in an order from 
the War Department. The change consists of 
the transfer of all that portion of the State of 
South Dakota lying south of the forty-fourth 
parallel of north latitude, now under the con- 
trol of the Department of Dakota, to the De- 
ment of the Platte, the Commanding- 
neral of the latter department, Gen. 
Brooke, being directed to assume command of 
the troops serving within the territory speci- 
fied. significance of this change is that 
Gen. Brooke is given direct control ot all the 
troops surrounding the Pine Ridge 
and Rose Bud Agencies, while 
heretofore his jurisdiction extended only 
to those troops at Forts Niobrara 
and Robiuson and other minor posts to the south 
of the two agencies. It also means that Gen. 
Brooke 2 — bo in direct charge of all 
military o tions within this territory, or, in 
other wo he is the one the department will 
depend upon to prevent further trouble in the 
two great agencies, This transfer of jurisdic- 
tion from Gen. Ruger to Gen. Brooke is in no 
sense a reflection on the former. It is in the 
line of good policy, inasmuch as the latter has 
his headquarters nearer the territory needing 
watching and the biggest posts under his com-

Owenby Must Show Cause Why He Should 
Not Be Punished for Contempt for 
Failing to Respond to the Subpena of 


the Silver Pool Committee—The Army . 


Appropriation Bill Discussed in the 
Senate—Capital Notes. 


Wasuryetor, D. C., Jan. 29.—The journal 
was approved in the House without objection. 
A bill was passed providing for the issuing of 
the commission of P. C. Johnston as Rear 
Admiral.

Mr. Frank of Missouri inquired as to the 
answer made by Owenby upon the serving of 
the subpoena. 

Mr. Dingley replied that the only informa- 
tion of the committee was contained in the re- 
turn of the Deputy Sergeant-at-Arms, Mr. 
Forsyth, to the effect that he had served the 
subpoena upon Owenby at the Hotel Richelieu 
at Chicago. 

Mr. Frank inquired whether Owenby had 
been told that he would be entitled to mileage 
and fees. 

Mr. Dingley said that the committee had 
considered the matter, but that so far as he 
knew no information had been given to 
Owenby as to his mileage and fees. 

Mr. Frank declared that he had no intention 
of obstructing any effort to secure the attend- 
ance of the witness, but if the witness had de- 
manded mile and fees he (Mr. Frank) 
thought that he would be entitled to both be- 
fore responding to the subpcena. There was 
nothing to indicate what Owenby’s reply to 
the subpoena bad been. Therefore it seemed 
to him that it would be well to go slow before 
passing such a drastic order as this. Before 

ing it it would be well for the House to 
ow that it was able to enforce the order. 

After a brief discussion as to the power of 

the House to. compel the attendance of wit- 
nesses the report was agreed to as a preamble 
to the order, and as amended the order was 
made. The Committee of the Whole then re- 
sumed its session. 
After a long debate, which assumed a polit- 
ical character,and without disposing of the 
bill, the committee rose and the House ad- 
journed. 


THE ARMY BILL TAKEN UP. 


It Is Discussed and Amended by the Sen- 
ate but Is Not Passed. 

Wasnineaton, D. C., Jan. 29.—The Senate, 
on motion of Mr. Blair, took up the House 
bill providing for the adjustment of accounts 
of laborers, workmen, and mechanics arising 
under the Eight-Hour law. It having thus 
been thus made the unfinished business. Mr. 
Blair consented to have it laid aside tem- 
porarily, so that the Army Appropriation bill 
should be taken up and proceeded with. 

Mr. Gorman, however, objected to that ar- 
rangement being made; and then Mr. Allison, 
who had made the request, withdrew it, and 
moved (as a privileged motion) that the Army 
bill be taken up. That motion was agreed to, 
thus displaemg the Eight-Hour bill from its 
advantageous position as “unfinished busi- 
ness.”’ 

The consideration of the Army Appropria- 
tion bill was then proceeded with. r. Haw- 
ley moved to strike out of the bill the proviso 
that no officer shall receive pay as an officer 
on the retired list while receiving a salary as a 
Government official. The proviso applied, he 
said, to only twelve officers, including Gen. 
Rosecrans, Register of the Treasury. 

Mr. Berry said the provision was aimed at 
Gen. Rosecrans and Gen. Smith. The Ad- 
ministration had not seen proper to call for 
Gen. Rosecrans’ resignation, whose place was 
wanted by so@e hungry patriot; but the Ad- 
ministration would like legislation to make a 
vacancy in that office. 

The motion was agreed to and the proviso 
was stricken out. 

Among the amendments reported from the 
Committee on Appropriations was one to 
strike out the proviso limiting the rates to be 

id by the Government for transportation on 
land-grant railroads to 50 per cent of the rates 
charged to private parties and to substitute 
for it a proviso that the rates shall be such as 
the Secretary of War shall deem just and rea- 
sonable, not to ex 70 per cent of the 
charges to private parties. 

After an extended discussion the bill went 
over without action, and, after a short execu- 
tive session, the Senate adjourned. 


WANTS TO KNOW ABOUT SILVER, 


The House Coinage Committee Is in Search 
of Information, 

Wasutnotox, D. C., Jan. 29.—Representa- 
tive Walker of the Coinage Committee an- 
nounces that the committee now desires infor- 
mation upon both sides of the free coinage 
question and wishes any gentlemen who come 
before it to direct their statements to the fol- 
lowing points: 

1. What effect has the depreciation of the com- 
mercial price of silver by one-fifth in Europe and 
the United 8 below its coinage price of 
tifteen and one-half to one of gold had on the 
price of products and of wages in the silver stand- 
ard countries? 

2. What effect has the depreciation of silver by 
one-fifth as compared with gold had on the price 
of products in this country which are sent to 
Europe in competition with the products of silver 
standard countries; also on wages in this

3. What effect would it have on the prices of 
products and wages in this country to go to silver 
monometallism at sixteen to one of gold, with 
silver and gold at their present commercial ratio? 
Would or would not the free coinage of sil- 

ver in this country alone, at its present commer- 
cial ratio to gold, have the same economic effec 
as the immediate reduction of our gold coin 
one-fifth in weight? 

The committee, Mr. Walker added, will not 
report a bill to the House until it has thor- 
oughly investigated the question. 


BIG SUNDRY CIVIL BILL, 


It Amounts to $36,000,000 and More—

UNIVERSITY EXTENSION IN WISCONSIN. 


Address of Dr. Herbert B, Adams Before 
the State Historical Society, 

Maptsoyx, Wis., Jan. 29.—[ Special.] Dr. 
Herbert B. Adams, the well-known historical 
lecturer at Johns Hopkins University, Balti- 
more, delivered the biennial address before 
the State Historical Society of Wisconsin in 
the Assembly Chamber in the State Capitol 
last evening. His topic was The Higher 
Education of the People, and was a plea for 
university extension, especially in Wisconsin, 
in connection with the State University and 
the State Historical Society. Dr. Adams said 
in part: 

The subject of university extension is no new 
thing inthe State of Wisconsin. It would be 
bringing coals to Newcastle to attempt to per- 
suade this progressive city of education and laws 
that university extension means the higher educa- 
tion of the American ple, the catalogue of 
the University of Wisconsin for 188 and 
stands this noteworthy statement: “It is no 
more impracticable to extend the popular range 
of university education than to extend the sweep 
of university courses. It can scarcely be more 
prophetic to contemplate the her education of 
the masses today than it was to look forward to 
the common education of the masses a few 
centuries ago.” From this same catalogue it ap- 
pears that the University of Wisconsin, quite in- 
dependently of English influence, has y he- 
come a pioneer in a democratic educational 
movement. We find under universitydirection a 
well-developed system of popular scientific in- 
struction, whereby the results of original investi- 
gations and of agricuitufal experiments are con- 
veyed to the le, not — the medium 
of printed bulletins but m directly by local 
lectures and poo oe ussions. 

We discover origin of the Wisconsin Farm- 
ers’ Institutes in the suggestive talks of the late 
Hiram Smith and in the t law drafted 
by Mr. Charles E. Estabrook an 1885.

I know of no other 
State where a like system of .popular instruction 
on a vital and universal interest of the State, di- 
rected by the highest educational authority, is so 
perfectly organized and carried on with such 
unity of purpose aad detail of administration; no 
other in which the farmer is brought systematic- 
ally into such direct relations to the university. 

t us consider for a moment upen what hie- 
toric foundations this remarkable system rests. 
Next to the ordinance of 1787 by far most im- 
portant educational enactment in America was 
the Government land grant in 1862 for colleges of 
4 and the mechanic arts. By the terms 
of this grant, which has been called “a far-reach- 
ing measure of peace,“ enacted in the midst of 
civil war, 30,000 acres of public land for every 
Senator and Representative in Con were 
given to each State in the Union. This 
splendid endowment was to be used by each State 
for the “maintenance of at least one college 
where the leading object shall be, without ex- 
cluding other scientific and classical studies, and 
including military tactics, to teach such branches 
of learning as are related to agriculture and the 
mechanic arts.” Was there ever such a noble 
agrarian basis for the higher education of the 
N All the friends of university extension in 

ngland are today rejoicing over the right just 
conceded to the County Councils to apply to the 
encouragement of local lectures the education 
fund arising from a liquor tax, or the so-called 
“extra spirit duty.“ This fund varies in different 
English counties from $10,000 to $115,000. The fi- 
nancial basis of university extension in England 
is henceforth secure: but far better than the 
—— taxes of England or the tobacco taxes of 
colonial Maryland and Virginia, for the support 
of the higher education of the people, was the 
United States land grant for agricultural col- 
leges in 1862. : 

he State of Wisconsin used this land grant 
wisely and well.

But there is one undeveloped side of university 
extension in Wisconsin for which an earnest plea 
may here be made, and is the side of liberal 
studies relating to man and society, such studies 
as history, literature, art, political and social 
science. an does not live by bread alone, nor 
yet — by mechanics and in ven- 
tions. University education in the highest sense 
should be an end in itself. Not simply a 
means of money-getting, but of a free and 
noble intellectuai life, with power to en- 
— and to appreciate the best Which has 

n thought, said, or done m the world. 
This is the highest education, this is true culture. 
The studies which contribute to it are rightly 
called cultural. College men regard such an edu- 
cation as liberal, human . When a student 

ightly obtains the degree of Bachelor or Master 
of Arts it is upon the basis of liberal not of tech- 
nical or professional studies. These are both 
legitimate and necessary and have their 1 
place in the higher education of the people; but 
there are still higher intellectual interests which 
need to be fostered in every tened system 
of State education.

THE CABMEN’S ASSOCIATION THINKS 
THEY SHOULD BE HIGHER. 

It Would Also Have the Licenses 
More Expensive in Order to Keep Irre-.
